A measuro of far-reaching effect 


to injured workmen of the state has 
been offered in the state senate by 
Senator Tmiothy Burke of Green 
Bay. The bill seeks to have the 
compensation computed on the ac- 
tual wage of the injured employe. 


The compensation act as it now 


stands provides that an injurod 
workman shall receive compensation 
whift disabled at the rate of 65 per 
cent of his wages, but that for pur- 
poses of computing compensation 
these wages shall not be taken as 
more than 5760 per year, and $2.50 
per day. The Burke bill proposes 
to remove this maximum limitation 
upon the wages 
for purposes of 


computing compensation and giving 
workmen 65 per cent of their ac- 
tual wages as compensation. 


This will very materially increase 


the total compensation benefits un- 
der the Wisconsin law. During the 
[irst six months of 1918, 63.1 pel- 
cent of all injured workmen earned 


! wages in excess of the 
maximum 


J recognized by law, 
Al! of these 


: workmen were paid 
compensation 


, on the basis of S2.50 per day, 
al- 


though many of them earned 
$4 


and $5 per day.

The maximum 
wage 
limitation 


now in the compensation act has 
been in the law since 1911. 
At that 


time very few workmen were earn- 
ing in excess of $2.50 per day. Even 
in'the first half of 1915 only 19.1 
per cent of all injured workmen ac- 
tually earned in excess of $2.50 psi' 
day, 'while during the first half 
_of 


this year 63,1 per cent of the 
in- 


jured workmen of the state, includ- 
ing all women and 
children wno 


sustained industrial accidents, ac- 
tunlly earned wages in excess of 
those recognized by the compensa- 
tion act. The 1917 legislature 
slightly 
increased the maximum 


weekly compensation by making a 
change in the method of computing 
the same. This change amounts to 
an increase in the maximum com- 
pensation which a -workman may re- 
cover from ?9.37 to 
$9.75.

1917 legislature, however, rejected 
all proposals to raise the maximum 
•wage for purposes oi 
computing 


compensation above |750 pet year.

22, 1916, thereby causing the death 
of nine or ten persons and the in- 
jury of' numerous others.
